WAITING FOR BLAINB. 

Lord Salisbury is very reticent about the 
appointment to Washington, and has made 
and will make no move until he receives 3 
communication from Mr. Bayard’s successor, 
Mr. Blaine. When the new government of the 
United States is formed, the Secretary of State 
will, in accordance with custom, announcethe 
change ‘to foreign powers. Then Lord Salis- 
bury will proceed to arrange for the represen- 
tation of England at Washington. Although 
the matter has been very recently dis- 
cussed in the Senate it is nos 
thought likely that the United 
States wil raise the rank of its 
chyoys at foreign courts to that of 
Ambaseddors. Yet there would be a certain

example, it was recorded the other day that 
Her Majesty performed an exceptional act of 
gracious favor in receiving Mr. Phelps before 
he sailed for America. There was some foun- 
dation for this statement in regard to one 
holding the rank of envoy, whereas there 
would have Been none whatever in the case of 
an Ambassador. 

OCEAN FREIGHT RATES. 

The belief prevails among the officers of the 
National Amaigamated Seamen’s and Fire 
men’s Union that the reduction of 50 per cent 
in the rate of freight on dry goods from 
Europe to the United States made this week 
by the White Star Line Steamship Co. 
was not intended to result in «a 
freight war, but was made in collusion 
with the other steamship lines with the view 
of putting an end to the strike of sailors and 
steamship stokers, which still continues at 
Liverpool, Belfastand Glasgow. The larger 
companies are determined not to agree to 
higher wages than they bave offered, and as 
seamen are flocking to Liverpool, Glasgow 
and Belfast it does not seem likely that they 
will have to abandon this position. The Pres- 
ident of the Amalgamated Seamen and Fire- 
men’s Union to-day said there had been 
more or less cutting of freight rates tothe 
United States for the past several years, the 
rates, however, being kept within a paying 
limit, The strikers, he says, anticipated some 
such action, and therefore the latest cut did 
not damage their cause to any great extent. 

ENGLISH MONEY IN AMERICAN BREWERIES. 

Samuel Untermyer of New York, who floated 
the Clausen & Flannigan and Nay breweries 
here last year, is here again with six more 
American breweries bunched into a big bait 
for British investors. One of the breweries is 
in New York City and all the others some- 
where east of Buffalo. The scheme is not 
ripe yet, so Untermyer would not give de- 
tails. The breweries will be divided 
into two lots, representing a capital 
ot N, 000, 000. The contracts are 
all drawn up and staff accountants proposed. 
English investors sailed on the Etruria to-day 
to examine the ledgers ofthe breweries and 
see just whatthe profits made from selling 
beer in America are.

A CHANGE OF MODEL. 

Your correspondent cabled two weeks ago 
that all of Watson’s new boats are designed 
to be fitted with centerboards, if that innova- 
tion is deemed expedient. The British yachts- 
men have accepted the inevitable. Their 
adoption of the American centerboard has be- 
dome a fact. The new boat building for Dun- 
raven at Southampton is the first American- 
ized institution, which will be followed by 
a revolution in British yacht building. The 
comparatively close racing between Brit- 
ish cutters and American centerboards 
for the America’s cup until the Volunteer so 
far out-distanced the Thistle, bas led to a sus- 
picion thatthe Americans have been so far 
playing with their antagonists, and it was not 
until the Thistle, with the highest reputation 
that could be won in British waters, put the 
Americans on guard that the Volunteer was 
designed to develop the complete resources of 
American builders. Whatever doubts may 
have been entertained here asto the advan- 
tages of centerboards have been exploded, 
and whatever skepticism may yet lurk will be 
evaporated by contests the oom - 
ing summer between Lord Dunrag- 
en’s new cutter and the 60-ton Yarana 
which will still be raced as a keel boat. 
Should the new cutter on the centerboard 
pian prove a faster vessel the building of keel 
yachts for racing will be a thing of the past. 

The visit of the Thistle to American waters 
Das had more momentous results here than 
was anticipated. The success of Dunraven! 
yacht, itis expected, will not only promote 
the building of cutters of similar model and 
tonnage, but bring about visite from Ameri- 
dan racing craft as competitors in the more 
important British regettas. |

Owe of the objects in calling au extra 
session is to impose a revenue bill origi- 
nating in the Senate on the unwary and 
inexperienced members of a newly elected 
House, who do not know that the Consti- 
tution wisely provides that all bills for 
raising revenue shall originate in the 
House.“ The Senate is not only becoming 
odiously plutocratic but it is gradually 
arrogating to itself a control over other 
branches of our government which may 
some day start in this country a sort of 
Boulangist movement for the abolition of 
the Senate.

Tnk Legislatures of Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and New York refuse to pass bills prohib- 
iting the sale of beef, pork, etc., when the 
animal has not been inspected alive within 
the State. The Atlantic States and a 
number of others will be certain to follow 
suit. Any State measure which is pur- 
posely and essentially a restriction of in- 
terstate commerce, rather than a local 
sanitary measure, is of doubtful constitu- 
tionality, to say the least of it, and efforts 
to break the power of the Chicago dressed 
beef monopoly should take some other 
shape and attack it where it is more vul- 
nerable.

There has been since the fall election a 
great uplifting of certain Democratic 
voices against the dives, and against sa- 
loon influence in politics, and now we have 
the first scenes of the play to which it was 
a prologue.

WOMEN AS NOVELISTS. 

The attitudes of two distinguished men 
—one a philosopher aud divine and the 
other a scholar and statesman—on the 
subject of novels dealing with social, 
philosophic or religious problems, and 
particularly novels of this character 
writen by women, are interesting. 

Mr. Giapstonse evidently thinks such 
novels worthy of serious consideration. 
He dignified Mrs. Waxp’s ‘*Robert 
Elsmere’’ with a magazine article com- 
bating its religious conclusions, and 
he has written. another magazine 
article on the latest novel of 
Margaret Lin dealing with the 
divorce question as his text. Dr. McCosn, 
ex-President of Princeton College, in a 
recent newspaper article’ referred to the 
novels of this character and gave his 
opinion of women as novelists. While he 
treats the value of the didactic novel flip- 
pantly and satirically, he compliments 
women novel writers and gives excellent 
reasons for their success w this field of 
literary endeavor. He remarks: 

Of late years our best novels have been 
written by ladies. I rather think that this will 
continue. Women have intuitive perceptions 
of character, keener, more subtle and tender 
than men have. They can set before us men, 
women and children with sentiments, man- 
ners and dress more picturesque than we of 
the coarser sex can. Our novels are now be- 
ing written with a purpose; not merely to give 
us a picture, but to promote a cause. It looks 
as if in the near future the battle of religion 
and Iirreligion will be fought in fiction. The 
war, to a large extent, will be one of Am- 
azons, and with Amazons. The weepons of 
warfare will not be represented by swords and 
guns, but by bodkins and darning necdies, 
scissors and breastpins. Novels will have to 
be met by novels. 

Dr. McCosu then sportively describes 
how each institution of learning will need 
its novel to uphold its tenets, and adds: 
“The end will be that our novel readers of 
“weak men and weaker women will not 
know what to believe.“ 

The fact that the doctor feels called 
upon to refer to them shows how potent 
the influence of such novels are, and 
proves that he fears this influence to some 
extent. Novel-writing women have cer- 
tainly gained remarkable success, and it 
s no small triumph for them to secure the 
recognition of serious attention ffom men 
of the character and caliber of Mr. Giapb- 
STONE and Dr. MoCosnh.

Brigandage in the Streets of Chicago.

The charge against the men was receiy- 
ing stolen property. When the verdict was 
read Shaw’s wife walked to her husband’s 
side and smoothed his hair with her hands. 
Her eyes were wet, but there was 
no tremor in the hand on her husband’s head. 
Shaw raise his hand to her’s and then bis 
emotion overcame him, and he cried bitterly. 
His daughter came over and putting her arms 
around his neck wept with him. Mrs. Pless- 
ner sat like a statue, and a bitter smile on 
her husband’s face was his only sign of 
emotion. Corbett did not displaya trace of 
agitation at his good fortune. A motion for 
a new trial was entered. The case 
for which the prisoners were tried 
was for having in their possession 
the bonds stolen from Johnson, 
Kellogg & Bliss. Thequestion of the other 
case pending against them for the Cohn, 
Wampold& Co., bonds was taiked over by 
State’s Attorney Longenecker and Col. Munn, 
and it was decided to let the matter go over 
until the motion fora new trial and arrest of 
judgement is heard. The prisoners bade 
their friends good-bye and were led back to 
jail. State’s Attorney Longenecker was well 
satisfied with the verdict. ‘‘Of course, he 
said, I would like to get hold of the fellows 
who did the burglary, and I think Shaw 
and Taylor can tell just who did 
it, That is one of the principal reasons for a 
presumption that Shaw went into this thing 
with his eyes open. He has tried to shield the 
real thieves, whom he would, if innocent, be 
glad to expose.“ Shaw at the jail denied 
this, 1 told all 1 knew in court,“ he said. 
Perhaps I toid too much, but I had made up 
my mind to tell*the whole truth. Still I may 
have an idea as to who the thieves are, and if 
Mr. Longenecker wants my help in ferreting 
them out I will do all in my power to aid him. 
I think it was a severe sentence as to me.’’ 
© hopes for a new trial are exceedingly 
slim.

Be- 
ing released, she sued the State for back pay 
due since October, 1887,and a House com mittee 
give her $450. It is said that the committee 
only touched on the grave cb es ainst 
Goodell, because they feared a publican 
scandal. Miss Adams also said that Goodell 
used to put his shirt on and off in her pres- 
ence. his Goodell admits, but he denies her 
other accusations in toto. 


Death Senteace Commuted.

a SAVANNAH, Ga., February 16.—Wm. Macon, 
who was to have been hanged in Liberty 
County, has had his neck saved through a 
commutation issued by Gov. Gordon. Macon 


was tried and convicted at the November term 
of Liberty Superior Court of the murder of 
John Spain at Joslyn, thirty-five miles south 
of Savannah, in September. The murder grew 
out of a quarrel over a game of cards. Macon 
became enraged and, drawing a pistol, shot 
Spain in the breast, killing him instantly. Both 
men were colored. There were a num- 
ber of witnesses of the shooting. Macon 
escaped and went to Darien, where he was 
captured a week or twoafterwards and was 
taken to Hinesville for trial. No motion was 
made by his attorney for a new trial and there 
was nothing left for the condemned man but 
to hang. Judge Adams having expressed a 
willingness to sign a petition fora commuta- 
tion of the death sentence, Solicitor-General 
Frazier communicated the fact to Macon’s at- 
torney and the petition was at once started. 
The _ of Hinesville were not anxious 
for a hanging anyway. There has been 
none in Liberty County since the 
war and the citizens petitioned Judge Adams 
to modify the sentence under which Macon 
was to hang, so that the execution, instead of 
taking place in the jailyard in the center of 
the town, where it could not welt be private, 
should take place ontside ofthe town. After 
consulting various authorities Judge Adams 
decided that he had no authority to modify 
the sentence and the execution would have to 
take place publicly.

The Plate Printing Machine.

Wasnuincton, D. C., February 16.—Messrs. 
Hiecock and Harris, the sub-committee of 
the Senate Finance Committee. who have had 
under consideration for several months the 


question of supplanting the steam ress 
plate printing machine in the Bureau of Eu- 
graving and Printing by the reintroduc- 
tion of hand machines reported to 
the full committee adversely to the advocates 
ofthe proposed change.

WHAT BECOMES OF THE BIBLE ON WHICH 
IT IS TAKEN, 


President Cleveland Used His Mother’s—A 
New One to Be Bought for the President. 
Elect by Clerk McK enney—Senator Jones 
on Nevada Politics—A Reminiscence of

KENNEY of 
the United States Su- 
preme Court is about 
to purchase the Bible 
on one of the pages of 
which Gen. Harrison 
will imprint a kiss as 
he becomes President 
of the United States 
two weeks from next 
Monday. The sacred tomes which have been 
used fora President’s first oath have in the 
past been presented to some near relative of 
the family as a memento of a momentous 
oceasion. This custom was not followed in 
President Cleveland’s case. As will be re- 
membered, he took the oath ona Bibie de- 
longing to bis mother. Mr. McKenney 
opened the safe in his private office for 
my benefit the other day and took from 
the pasteboard box the Bible which he had 
bought for the inauguration of President 
Cieveland. It was a handsomely bound vol- 
ume, morocco covered, and in size a large 
octavo. It still retained the tissue paper that 
surrounded the rich aod fragrant leather the 
day it left the manufacturer’s hands. I asked 
Mr. McKenney what he was going to do with 
the book. 

‘*I really don't know, he replied. ‘‘Ina 
strictly economic mood, the other day, I al- 
most determined that, as the Bible was as 
perfect as the day I bought it, four years ago, I 
would use it forthe ensuing ceremony. Ibave 
decided not to do this, however, and the Bible 
will probably rest with the other curious 
souvenirs of the Supreme Court. 

Mr. McKenney, in referring to the several 
inaugurais in which he had played dy no 
means an unimportant part, explained how 
narrowly be watched the spot in the open 
page on which the lips of the Chief Magistrate 
have rested. As soon as the kiss is imprinted 
he would mark the spot with his finger nail 
and lightly touch it with a pencil afterward. 

THE BIBLE 
that President Arthur kissed was presented to 
Mies Neilie Arthur by Mr. McKenney, and the 
Garfield Bible was handed to Mrs. Garfield by 
Mrs. McKenney on the 5th of March, 1881. 

Mr. Mekenney's predecessor, D. W. Middie- 
ton, was in office when President Hayes 
took the oath, but the present clerk 
wes selected to present the Bible to 
Mrs. Hayes. As Mr. McKenney handed 
the Bible to Mre. Hayes in one of the pariors 
of the Executive Mansion Mrs. Hayes said: ‘‘I 
bope Mr. McKenney will be kind enough to 
read the verses aloud.

Although numerous and conflicting accounts 
have been received from Europe concerning 
the sudden and mysterious death of Crown 
Prince Rudolf of Austria, yet it is remark- 
able that they all coincide in one particular, 
namely, that there was a woman in the case. 
The Archduke, who in many traits of char- 
acter resembied his great friend and boon 
companion the Prinee of Wales, had inherited

Saloons.

CHARLESTON, S. C., February 16.—TheSun- 
day question has again cometo the front in 
Charleston. Several efforts have deen 
made before to have the dlue laws 
enforced, but they have all ended in 


talk and one or two virtuous Sundays. This 
time it looks like business. The matter tas 
been brought to the attention of the City 
Council by St. Phiilip’s Episcopal Church, 
one of the oldest and most aristocratic 
churches of the city. A bar-room has been 
kept open on Sunday right in front of this 
church,much to the disgust of the congregation 
Nothing was said until drunken men and 
women lounged about the church while ser- 
vices were in progress and even insulted 
ladies and gentlemen as they came from the 
church to go to their homes. The vestry de- 
came aroused and under the lead of E. Ed ward 
McCrady, Jr., the author of the famous elec- 
tion laws of this State, they went to the City 
Council and demanded protection. As a ro- 
sult of this, notwithstanding the fact that the 
bar complained of belonged to an Alder 
man, the City Council ordered the 
Sunday laws enforced. -To-morrow will 
see the first day of enforcement. Mayor 
Bryan was to-day asked what he would do 
about the Sunday cocktail. The answer was 
rompt and pointed: 1 hope,’’ said tne 
ayor, that the Sunday cocktail, as you call 
it, willbe a thingof the past. At any rate 
the police will try to suppress it. They have 
orders to do so.“ Chief Golden was next in- 
ter viewed. ‘*The bar-rooms,’’ he said, 
‘‘will be closed on Sunday, and 
the man who gets a Sunday cocktail 
will have to do some good maneuvering. 
I cannot undertake to suppress the Sunday 
cocktail, but I will undertake to see thas 
bar-rooms and saloons are closed on Sun- 
day.’’

THE NEW LIQUOR LAWs.| 


BOTH PARTIES PREPARING FOR THE FIGHT | 
IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


History of the Missouri Alliance, Which is 
Pushing the Legislation Now Pending 
At the State Capital—The Plan of Cam- 
paign Adopted — Senator Moran’s Bill 
Goes Back to-His Own Custody. 


LTHOUGH there 
are twelve bilis 
before the Legis- 
lature relating to 
dramshops, the 
whole subject 
will probably be 
covered by one 
bill, and that will 
come from the 
Senate. The rea- 
son for the anl- 
mated fight over 
Senator Smith’s 
motion to refer 
all dram shop 
bills to the Com- 
mittee on Criminal Jurisprudence is 
found in the fact that it had 
been determined by the friends’ of high u. 
cense legislat on to present to that committee 
every possible argument and appeal for a 
strong law and to have the committee agree 
upon a bill satisfactory to a majority of the 
Senate. It is understood to be the desire of 
Senator Smith, the committee’s chairman, to 
draw a bill himself for the committee. This 
had much to do with the defeat of his first 
movement to get all of the bills, including Mo- 
ran’s,in his hands. The prejudice against 
committee dictation had grown so strong 
during the debate on revision methods that 
Senators and Representatives were careful 
not to confer any more power on committees 
or give them any more advantages than nec- 
essary underthe rules. Hence there was un- 
expected opposition to the request of Senator 
Smith’s committee that they have all of the 
dramsbop billes (including that of Senator 
Moran, which was then and is yet in the 
hands of his Committee on Miscellaneous 
Laws) referred to them. Senator Moran and 
his friends, Senators McGinniss and Ryors, 
*‘caught on“! at once. They knew what 
the Criminal Jurisprudence Committee 
would dowith the bilis and they promptly 
jumped onthe motion with both fest, so to 
speak, and defeated it. Following the ad- 
vantage thus gained Senator Moran immedi- 
ately moved that all of the dramsbop bills in 
the hands of the Criminal Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee be reported back to the Senate. This 
motion was carried. 

But the high license leaders were not to be 
thus defeated by theirown move. The com- 
mittee failed to meet until a number ofthe 
absent Senators could return and some of 
those who voted for Moran's resolu- 
tion could de  indu to see the 
matter in a different light. . Finally, on 
ee it was determined by those inter- 
ested that the committee ought to move in 
the matter. Wednesday nicht the committee 
held am and decided to report the bills 
to the Senate as they bad been ordered, with 
the nest that they be recommitted to the 
same for comsideration: 
Smith made the motion. Just as he finished 
his remarks Senator Moran walked into the 
Senate and took his seat. He caught the last 
words of the Senator from St. Francols. His 
eye flashed fire, his lithe frame quivered, and 
his deep bass voice filled the chamber 
as he exclaimed ‘‘Mister President! Ail 
eyes turned toward the Senator from Buch- 
anan, and it was evident that 

THE FIRST BATTLE 
between the two parties to the liquor fight was 
about to ve inaugurated, The debate contin- 
ued from 10:15 till 12:30, There was a quiet 
movementin the lobby. The cloak room was 
visited more than once Dy Senators in pairs, 
going out to consuit. Finally, by a quiet 
movement of a warm supporter of the r- 
ing bill, three Senators who had voted with 
Moran before were drawn together 
in a scheduled work, and a hasty 
consultation was held. Just before the roll - 
call commenced they were in their seats again 
and the leaders on both sides had not even 
noticed thelr absence. They voted no“ 
against Senator Ryor’s su tute resolution 
to refer all the bills to Senator Moran's com- 
mittee. The vote was announced and it was 
found that their three votes had given Smith’s 
committee a substantial victory. Had they 
voted as before there would have been a tie, 
rbaps. 

The situation now is simple enough. Mo- 
ran’s bill isin his own hands virtually, and 
may be 1 favorably at — time 
Senate bill No. 169—the Deering bill—is in the 
hands of Senator Smith’s committee, and the 
friends of the measure are ready to defend it 
with an array of statistics, facts and a — 
ments calculated to make it ino strongest bill 
before the Senate. A majority of the commit- 
tee are well pleased with the bill, but it will 


certainly be modified a little in sume points 
and — even more stringent at others. 


THE MAIN DIFFICULTY 

in the way of the Deering bill is the disposition 
of certain members of both the Senate and 
House committees having it in charge to get 
up a new bill ora substitute. It is definitely 
settied, however, that the fight is to come 
on in the Senate ulte soon, and 
that the principles of the Deerin bill will be 
found in the measure which sbail re 

for the Senate’s action. It is the opinion af 
those best informed,as stated in the -D18- 
PATCH of Friday, that the Deering bill will 
come from the committee in its present shape 
substantially, and that the fight will be made 
for its adoption.

Mansions—The Schulenberg Homestead 
Sold—Dividing the Gaty Estate—A Few 
of the Leading Sales of the Week With 
the Transactions of Testerday—Real Es- 
tate Transfers. 


BALLY, the rapidity 

with which the proud 

old homesteads of ante- 

bellam days are now 

passing away is remark- 

able. The changes have

The house is a large, two-story, 
double brick structure of ten rooms, erected 
about twenty-five years ago, when the prop- 
erty cost $60,000.

NOTES FROM LEADWILLE. 


ASt. Louis Bonansa—Encouraging Outlook 
for the Spring. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DisPaTcnu. 
LEADVILLE, February 14.—Last week the 
statement was made that during the last six 
days in December the Mikado Co. was ship- 
ping—that that mine produced over $90,000. 
That statement was correct. At the time the 


Mikado was producing ore at the rate of 100 
tons per day, the entire output of the mine 
going to the Arkansas Valley Smeiting 

o., and the total value of the ore 
received from the Mikado during 
those particular six days was over 
$100, The net smelter returns were more 
than $00,000. Never has this record been sur- 
paseed by any mine of Leadville even in the 
bonanza days of this camp except by the 
famous Robert K. Lee mine, which ones pro- 
duced $120,000 in twenty-fours. Then, bow- 
ever, everything had n putin readiness 
for making a wonderful output on that partic- 
ular day, and the ore was extremely rich. 
The Mikado on the other hand produced its 
$100,000 in six days in the ordinary course of 
things. exploring work and timbering being 
carried on as usual. About thefirstof the 
present month the mpany resumed ore 
shipments, the shaft Having been retimbered 
and other work of that nature completed. The 
company is now shipping about fifty tons of 
ore per day, and the vaiue of its daily output 
is from $5,000 to $7,500, It is interesting to note 
that the Mikado is one of the new mines 
of Leadville, being now only in the second 
year of ite history.

Nearly all of 
the principal stockhoiders of the Mikado are 
sharehoiders in the Bank of Commercein 88. 
Louls, also in the St. Louls Smelting & Re- 
fining Co., which owns the Harrison ue- 
tion Works andalarge amount of real estate 
in Leadville and in the Meyer Mining Co., 
which owns the 2tna mine, tormerly a large 
producer. The amount of money that bas been 
made by these com panies in Leadville amounts 
to millions of dollars. The Mikado Mini 
& — Co. owns the r ot the ol 
Argentine Mining Co., and ractically a re- 
organization of the latter. e formation of 
the new company came about in thie way: The 
directors of the Argentine voted themselves a 
lease of the property, and the sum of $30,000 
was subscribed to sink the Chadbourn shaft. 
That snaft struck an ore body, enormously 
rich, as everyone knows. Then there came 
signs of a quarrel between the directors of the 
Argentine and the share-holders who had not 
signed the lease. The result was a compro-

One of them for 
instance was of this sort: A Western man 
can buy in New York, say dry goods for in- 
stance, and the reputation he gains as

Then the splendors of New 
York as a fine place to pay 4 visit to are dwelt 
on incidentally and numerous other 
weak-kneed arguments are adduced in an 
endeavor to stamp upon the mind of tke 
reader the idea that the main allegations in 
the article are true. These statements, taken 
in consideration of the largely Increased and 
increasing dry goods trade of this city this 
year, not mentioning a similar condition of 
affairs at Chicagoand other Western centers 
at all, seemed a trifle strange, and a visit to 
three of the leading dry goods men of the city 
strengthened the impression.

Bicyclist—Cycling Chat. 


The coming races between Percy Stone and

He 
has a great council of state, with which he 
consults every morning between 5 and 6 
o'clock, and this is made up of a number of 
— princes, of secretaries, chancellors 
and other influential men connected with the 
six great boards oftheempire. These morn- 
ing meetings might be called cabinet councils. 
and itis at these that the chief official ap- 
pointments are made. 

The six great boards administer the business 
of the Government much as do our great de- 
partments at Washington. Each has two 
presidents, four vive-presidents and a number 
of clerks and directors. The best of the offices 
are equally divided between the Manchus and 
the Chinese, for it must be remembered that 
the Manchus or Tartars are practically the 
governing class of China, and that a Tartar 

mperor has sat on the throne for hundreds 
of years. 

These six boards are the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the Board of the Civil Office, the Board 
of Rites and Ceremonies, the Board of War, 
the Board of Punishments and the Board of 
Works, which might be called the interior 
department. It is the Trearury Department 
which takes charge of the Government 
p , funds, which makes out the lists of giris eligi-

Sir Robert 
pMorier, being one of the late Emperor Fred- 
erick’s personal friends, was accused of hav- 
ing in 1870, when he was Resident Minister at 
Darmstadt, privately communicated to Mar- 
shal Bazaine, then commanding the French

Some editions go for 
80 cents a month, and there are Chinese clubs, 
who subscribe together and tage their turns at 
reading the various issues of the Gazette. John 
Chinaman does not move by electricity, and 
the Peking Gazettea month old seems to suit 
bim quite as well as that of yesterday. 

A copy of this great journal lies before me. 
It is bound in imperial yellow, but it looks 
more like a cheap patent medicine advertise- 
ment in the shape of a long, flabby account 
book than a great metropolitan newspaper. 
You could make 500 Peking Gazettes of one ot 
the Sunday editions of this paper. It is not 
as large as an official envelope, though its 
shape is mueh the same. Three inches wide 
and six inches long, it contains about sixteen 
pages of Ohinese characters. There are 
about seven lines of words on each page, and 
these run up and down the paper from top to

wh 1S oy Hh greg the lines are stripes of 
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The crime notes of this official paper are 
numerous and the horrors of purgatory may 
be read in the lines fixing the punishment. 
The sentences where the criminals are to be 
sliced to death are many. Strangling is com- 
mon and eee is an easy method of 
taking off. The bastinado and flogging are 
found in nearly every issue, and I see that 
corrupt officials are often degraded from their 
ranks. In a country where ancestral worship 
prevalis, the most terrible erime ie the killing 
ot parents, and parricides are, in China, m- 
variably sliced. The punishment of 
slicing to death means the cutting 
off ot one member at a time. Finger 
by finger, ear by ear, toe “by „ and 
the legs by inches until the criminal at last 
dies under the torture. Here isa decree of 
such a punishment which shows that the in- 
sanity dodge does not prevail in China, and 
that the insane murderer getsthe same de- 
sorts asthe sane one. The decree was pub- 
lished on the )6th of last July, and the crime 
occurred in the province where I write this 
letter. I copy the decree verbatim. The arti-

A PARRICIDE BY A MANIAC, 

It reads: Li Hung Chang reports having 
passed sentence uponaman who killed his 
father during a fit of temporary derange- 
ment. Whang Tsaitou had always been sub- 
ject to fits of temporary insanity, which ren- 
dered him unconscious of what be was doing 
as long as they lasted. Ashe was not dan- 
gerous bis father nad not reported his case 
to the authorities, as he aid not want 
him placed in confinement. One morn* 
ing last March he went into a baker's 
shop and began to dance about wildly in one 
of his fits of insanity. His father came in and 
ordered him home, whereupon be picked up a 
cleaver and struck the old man upon the bead 
and neck, killing him. At the inquest he was 
not able to talk and jabbered away in a kind 
of gibberish. The law says that the son who, 
sane or insane, kills his father, shall suffer 
death by the slicing process, and this is the 
sentence that has been passed in the present 
instance.

If one Chinaman wrongs another he 
can appeal it to the censor and the censor will 
take his case and see that he is righted. They 
act thus as spies upon the officials, and the 
spy system of China extends to its custom- 
house offices and to every part of its Govern- 
ment. 

The Foreign Office is not one of the great 
boards of the Government, and there are a 
number of subordinate boards in addition to the 
ones above mentioned. The civil service of 
China would furnish the material for a large 
book in ite description. 

It is estimated that about 200,000,000 persons 
are examined every year in China, and that 
only 2 per cent of these pass. The candidates 
for office are of all ages, but of only one sex, 
the male. Women have no chance in China. 
Tne candidates among the men range in years

In most shops the work 
is so apportioned that different women work 
on different parts of the same garment. In 
this way each woman may become quite ex- 
pert in her particular part of the work and can 
consequently earn more in a given time than 
the woman that has to make the entire gar-

cessities, are girls with comfortable homes, 
who are crowding out their less fortunate sis- 
ters, only perhaps that they may earn some 
pocket money for extras in the way of dress, 
amusements, sto.

ne Gun Must Re Chosen With a View to 
the Size of the Game— What an Express 


Rifle Is—Cartridges of Various Sizes and 
Kinds—The Express Bullet.

NNUALLY the in- 
quiry comes, and 
from young men 
mostly, who are 
taking to field 
sports, Which is 

_ the best rifle to use 
for general game 
shooting or to take 


where possibly 
large and danger- 
ous game is to be 
met? To the inex- 
perienced person, 
who is about to en- 
ter the forest in 
search of large 
game, this ie the 
first question that 
presents itself and 
sometimes fails to get answered satisfactorily, 
because the hunter wants a rifle for all-round 
work and the idea is to get one that is light in 
weight and will carry a bullet small enough 
for wild turkey and yet at the same time 
be large enough to kill a deer or bear. Now it 
is quite impossible to get a rifle to answer 
all these purposes because it is not 
made, and probably never will be, and 
the question can best be answered 
by generally stating the country one is going 
into and the game found there. Ifthe game 
is mall the 88-caliber or 38-caliber is suffl- 
cient, but if the game is large it is obvious

broken or a vital point touched. Small birds, 
such as quali, snipe, woodoock, to., are 
killed with very fine shot, which kill clean, 
and yetthe head will not be touched, the 
wings not broken nora vital point reached. 
They have simply been killed by the severe 
shock tothe nervous system, and this is ex- 
actly what the express bullet does. It par- 
alyzes the nerve centers and atthe same time 
makes a large wound, aud certainly is the 
most merciful and I think the most effective 
projectile to use in sporting rifles. The ex- 
1 bullet is not necessarily expansive, but 
t is better to use a laige, hollgw- pointed bul- 
let and a large charge of powder, thus obtain - 
ing speed and shock upon the gate. 
Explosive bullets have deen tried from time 
to time, but have proved failures thus far 
from the fact that they have not given uni- 
form resuits. The idea is to have the bulict 
explode at the moment of 

iTS IMPACT ON THE GAME. 

To try to carry this into effect various methods 
have beep used, but failed. The most suc- 
cessful explosive bullet that was made, how- 
ever, was hollow pointed, and into this hollow 
was inserted a 2@-caliber, rim-fire cartridge, 
with the bullet taken out. Sometimes this 
cartridge would explode and tear a large 
wound, and again it would apparently not act 
atall. It will be seen that the difference be- 
tween the expansive and explosive projectile 
is very great and should not be confounded 
one with the other. 

For a moderate mid- weight, mid-range, light

that a larger bullet and more powder is neo- 
essary. Therefore it behooves the young 
sportsman first to inquire carefully into the 
nature and condition of the country into 
which he is going and the game found there, 
If large or dangerous game is expected to be 
met with, such as deer, moose, elk and bear, 
it is necessary that a weapon should be taken 
that will stop these animals when held 
straight. 


SELECTION OF A RIFLE. 

The subject, therefore, we have before us is 
the selection of a rifle for game shooting of all 
kinds and a brief discussion of the modern 
repeating and single shot breech-loading 
rifles. The repeating rifie of to-day is a model 
of perfection, combining easy working parts, 
certainty, and rapidity of fire and flat trajec- 
tory. Now a great many people 
do not know the meaning of trajec- 
tory. When applied to rifies it means the 
height of the curve described by the bullet in

ite fight from the muzzle of the rifle to the 


line of the axis of the bore again, because it 
is well known that a bullet shot from 
arifie does not go in a straight line, but as 
soon as it leaves the muzzie of the weapon 
begins to fall to the earth by the attraction of 
gravitation. To overcome this, and cause the 
projectile to rise the instant it leaves the 
muzzle of the weapon, sights are ranged high 
enough on the breech and on the muzzie to 
Cause the muzzle to be naturally elevated 
when the rifle is aimed. Hence, the bullet in 
leaving the muzzie risesto a certain extent 
and describes acurveintheair. Ifa rifle is 
sighted to shoot point blank 100 yards and we 
draw an imagihary line from the center 
ofthe bore of the arm to the target, 100 yards 
away, the bullet in its flight would rise above 
this line and ent it again at the target. The 
highest 28 of this rising or curve would be 
at exactly fifty yards from the muzzle of the 
gun, and according to the weight of the bullet 
and the — 4 of powder the height of tuis 
curve would determined above the axis of 
the bore midway between the muzzle and the 
target. it might bo four incbes, six inches or 
more. This measurement is called trajectory. 
The aim of riflemakers has been to make this 
trajectory as flat as possible; that isto say, to 
have as little rise from the axis of 
the bore as possible. They have experimented 
with different weights 0 bullets 
and different charges of power to overcome 
the high curve, or high trajectory, and it is 
astonishing to what a degree of perfection 
the modern repeating and single shot breech- 
— rifle has been brought in this re- 
spect, 
THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE 
have heard ofthe express rifle and have no 
idea what it means. The term express, of 
course, means speed, and the term is applied 
toa high speed bullet, and the high speed 
bullet is an invention carried out by the dif- 
ferent rifle makers to lower the trajectory of 
rifles in eneral, and the 
ing rifle n particular. 
trate more fully and to answer 
questions which are propounded to me many 
times, What is an express rifle, and does an 
express cartridge necessarily carry an ex- 
pansive bullet?’’ it is only necessary to ex- 
lain what an express rifle is. We will take 
or instance, a cartridge of 45 caliber, 90 
rains of powder and 390 grains of lead. This 
uljet, with this charge of powder, should 
have a muzzle velocity of say 900 feet per 
second for the first ten feet from the muzzle 
of the gun. Now, if we reduce this bullet 
by boring Into its point and take therefrom 
90 grains of lead we have 800 grains left and 
the hole so made in the end of the bullet is 
filled up with wax or even a thin tube of cop- 
per to stiffen it. It is then made up with the 
same charge of weer and the cartridge 
stands thus, 45-90- meaning 45 Caliber, 90 
ins of powcer and 800 grains of lead. Now

ADJY’’ has served to 
demonstrate that, with 
a recognized funny 
man, a pretty or 
piquant stage beauty or 
two, and a dash of sug- 
gestive wickedness with 
a novel or sensational 
display of feminine 
physique, how little it 
takes to make aso-called 
comic opera success in 
New York. 

Wilson’s humor, Pau- 
line Hali’s voluptuous- 
ness, and Marie Jan- 
sen’s suggestive pi 
quance framed in start- 
ling black and white 
form basis enough fora 
metropoliten run. There 
is no good evidence that 
‘*‘Nadjy’’ bad a bril- 
liant success in New 
York, and if it had 
there is no evidence

that it deserved it. 

All that can be said for it is that some clever 
individual work, special features, topical 
songs and dances, keepthe opera from being 
a bore and make a fairly pleasing entertain- 
ment. A good deal might be said against it 
from the standpoint of modesty and decent 
refinement. 

The Florences do not seem able to hit upon 
a new pla? which is worth more than passing 
notice. None of their recent plays have given 
Mr. Florence a chance to make a character 
creation which lives over a season, and the 
mixture ot comedy and melodrama, ‘‘ Heart of 
Hearts, is no better. There is some clever- 
ness in the play of a conventional kind, but its 
development is labored and mechanical, and 
what the audience gains from a view of Mr. 
Fiorence’s versatility they lose in the lack of 
opportunity to concentrate his work on one 
strong character. It is only a passing vehicle. 
There is no lover of the drama who will not 
rejoice at the completion of Charles Jefferson’s 
plan, which was announced in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH last season, to have his father and Mr. 
Florence, with a company of eminent ability, 
appear together in English comedies. This 
combination in comedy will be stronger and 
finer tröm the more even matching of the 
stars, who are unequaled in the comedy field, 
than the combination of Booth and Barrett. 
The only thing that has s in the way of 
an earlier completion of negotiation was a 
bit of professional pride. Mr. Jefferson 
wanted to be the star of the company, and 
Mr. Florence did not want to lose his charac- 
ter of a star in that of leading support. The 


company will be Mr. Jefferson’s, but Mr. 
Florence’s name will appear in the same sized 
type as the name of Mr. Jefferson.

Chinese merchant who had murdered his 
wife was sentenced to be deprived of sleep for 
the rest of his life, and the execution of the 
sentence was adeomplished by means of ro- 
lays of guards, who relieved each other every 
hour, and whose duty it was to see that the 
prisoner was kept awake. On the eighth day 
of this torture his sufferings were 80 great 
that he begged to be put to death by any 
means that the most flendish ingenuity could 
devise; to be wrenched apart by horses, or te 
be drawn and quartered, or by any other 
means which would shorten his life and 
thereby end his sufferings. His entreaties 
were not heeded, but on the nineteenth day a 
welcome death came to his reiief. There are 
many persons to-day who suffer just this form 
of torture, although, of course, to a lesser 

degree, but to such an extent that they dread 
the very approach of night, as it brings with 
ita renewal of the vain attempt to obtain rest 
for the over-tired brain, whose endurance 
bas already been tested to the utmost. 

During our waking hours the brain sub- 
stance is being slowly consumed.

As far back as can be traced many theories 
have been advanced in ard to the precise 
cause of somnolence and sleep, some of which 
Were no doubt plausible enough, viewed in 
the light of the exist ideas of 
Psychology, but afterthe immense advances 
which have been made in our anatomical and 

hysiological knowledge, these ideas have 

n shown to be entirely erroneous, if not 
utterly absurd conce ns. For exumple, 
some ofthe old observers regarded sleep as 
the direct consequence of a congested state of 
the blood vessels of the brain, and advanced 
What they considered proofs of their hypoth- 
ses inthe action of certain dr or other 
agents which caused a determination of blood 
tothe head and thereby apparentiy caused 
Sieep, but it has been conclusively 
shown that the theory that sleep is due to the 
pressure of blood vessels, filled to repletion, 
Udon the cerebral tissues, doubtless origi- 
nated from the fact that a comatose condition 
Or stupor may be thus induced which is not at 
all identical with sleep.

be well contented with the most humble 
lot in life, for it is not to him that tnis trouble 
comes; instead, aside from the influence of a 
few diseases which will be mentioned pres- 
ently, it is prone to affect those persons of 2 
nervous temperament who have abused their 
natural powers until they have revolted. 
Diseases which are attended with great pain 
are, of course, not conducive to natural and 

ulet slumber, the same being true of those 
diseases in which the temperature is high, or 
in which there is difficulty in breatning—as in 
asthma; or profuse nocturnal perspiration, as 
in some of the

butasinthese cases the causes are apparent, 
and the condition of sleeplessness a tempo- 
rary one and one directly within the province 
ot the medical attendant, they do not call for 
any consideration by me, further than the 
statement that itis lu persons who bave been 
addicted to the habitual use of stimulants, or 
whose occupations or temperaments are of 
such a character as to predispose to such 
a state that the disorder under considera- 
tion is most apt to manifest iteelf. In 
general anemia (impoverishment of the biood) 
while there is not produced an inability to 
sleep, the brain is not nourished properly and 
the sleef is unrefreshing. This condition may 
be termed ‘‘passive insomnia.’’ As bas al- 
ready been sbows. anything producing con- 
gestion of the brain must necessarily prevent 
sieep, and in this manner one of the most 
common causes of insomnia lies in excessive 
mental labor, either in the way of study or the 
cares of busivess or in worry over any matter 
whatever, Indeed, excessive or over-faticue, 
either bodily or mental, will bring about 
the same result. We have all experienced 
after some unusual mental or physical exer- 
tion that feeling of being utterly and entirely 
„worn out, and then to our surprise have 
found upon getting to bed that we could not 
sleep. Thie is because dit the fact that in- 
stead of a condition of simple fatigue there 
has been one of overtaticue, the cerebral 
vessels have been distended and have 
temporarily contractile 
power, and consequentiy the dimi.- 
nution in the cerebral virculation 
necess for perfect repose cannot be ob- 
tained. If the causes have been but tempo- 
rary the vessels soon regain their tone and the 
balance is restored; but should these causes 
continue in operation for any length of time 
the result is a permanent overfilling of the 
cerebral biood vessels and con vent in- 
ability to sleep. This isthe case with a num 
ber of prominent men, among whom may be 
mentioned Herbert Spencer, living at the 
present day, whose literary ability has ex- 
cited the admiration of two hemispheres, but 
whose lives are a constant round of 
UNHAPPINESS. 

To one unaccustomed to it, exceasive men- 
tal labor, even for a comparatively short 
time, may bring on an attack of acute con- 
gestion of the brain, among the prodromic 
symptoms of which are sicepiessness and in- 
tense headache, and should this be 
the cause no time should be 
lost before consulting a physician. Attacks 
of some forms of &cute insanity are, as a rule, 
preceded by a more or less protracted period 
of complete sleeplessness. 

The habitual abuse of aicohol in any of its 
multiplicity of forms is productive of many 
disorders, none of which is more troublesome 
than insomnia. In such cases the subjects 
may apparently sleep soundly unti! 2 or3 in 
the mourning, but it is only apparentiy, for 
alcohol causes cerebral congestion, and the 
condition of somnolence excited by its use is 
due to its toxic ection upon the nerve centers; 
instead of sleep it produces stupor. In those 

reons who do not use this drug habitually, 
ut whose debauches are of a periodic 
and severe character, sleeplessness fur- 
nishes one ofthe principal indications of an 
impending attack of delirium tremens, and 
remains as one of the most persistent and dis- 
tressing symptoms throughout the course of 
the disease, the approach of sleep being re- 
garded as a sign of convalescence. The habit 
which is alarmingly prevalent among an im- 
mense numberof persons of using, perhaps 
primarily witb a view of procuring rest,one of 
the more or less dangerous drugs of the hyp- 
notic or anodyne class, such as opium, chlo- 
roform, chioral, of ‘‘bromide,’’ is in many 
instances responsible for the production 
of a most aggravated form of insomnia, which 
large doses of the most powerful hypnotics 
failtoovercome. The habit, which too many 
business men are too liable to fall into, of 
transacting the hardest part of their business 
after retiring to bed, instead of trying to tur- 
ther the fulfillment of the object which the 
should have had in view in going there, will 
most certainly result in serious consequences 
if continued a sufficient length of time.

operation, may be mentioned accidental dis-

DISTURBED AND UNREFRESHING. 

In this connection may be mentioned three 
well-known vegetables which have a consid- 
erable influence over the nervous system— 
celery, lettuce and onions, and in many cases 
their addition to the diet will be a useful 
ee to the other methods. 
dition is at fauit and the brain is being siowly 
starved—passive insomnia—then, in conjunc- 
tion with proper medicinal treatment, stimu- 
lants may be indicated, and acup of coffee or 
a glass of lager beer taken at bed time may 
then subserve a useful purpose. But the 
remedy par excellence in procuring sleep is 
water, used oy means of the warm 
bath taken mmediately before re- 
tiring. Heat draws the blood 
to the surface ofthe body. and thus favors 
that state of the cerebral circulation most con- 
ducive to sleep. In many cases s warm foot 
bath or warm abdominal compress is all that 
is necessary; In other cases, when the head is 
hot, the eyes brilliant and the circulation is 
active, the warm body bath may be benefi- 
ciall — with cold water to the 
head. In those cases in which a temporary 
over-fatigue is at fault, the warm bath con- 
verts that o ndition into one of simple fatigue 
and induces, almost —  & 
dee and refreshing sleep. The 
patient should retire as nearly as 
possible at tne same time each night, for reg- 
ularity in this respect conduces to the pe- 
riodicity of natural sleep. The rooms should 
be quiet, darkened and well ventilated, and 
kept at an equabie temperature of about 

60 DEG. FAHR. 

It will be found that the combined influence 
of the recumbent position in a quiet, darkened 
room, away from the cares of iness or 
social life, moderate pbysical and mental ex 
ercise of a pleasant character, and a carefully 
modified diet of nutritious food, will produce 
the happiest result in the majority 
of instances. I bave said nothing regarding 
the use of drugs to procure sleep, nor do I in- 
tend to, for their use is only within the prov- 
ince of the physician and when there is an 
appreciable disease under treatment. If used 
indiscriminately by those unfamiliar with 
their nature, they only defeat their object ang 
aggravate the trouble, foropium, chloroform, 
alcohol and like drugs produce, not sleep, but 
stupor, two conaitions widely dissimilar. If 
insomnia persists, medical attention should 
be 2 but this will seldom be necessary 
ifthe behests of nature are obeyed and the 
cause is removed.

It is a rather curious 

fact, and one that 

heretofore has escaped 

notice, that nearly all 

the heirs to the prin- 

cipal thrones of Eu- 

rope are just arriving 

at a marriageable age, 

and consequently the 

question of royal alli- 

andes is becoming one 

of prominent actual- 

ity. The majority of 

these royal youths 

were born in 1868 or 

1868. Some few are 

older, as is the case 

with the eldést son of 

the Prince of Wales, 

and there are also several who are very much 

younger, as, for instance, the Crown Prince 

ot Germany, who is six years old, and the 

King of Spain, who is only two. But the fut- 

ure Emperors and Kings and bereditary Grand 

Dukes of Europe are each, as a rule, nearing 

their twentieth or twenty-first birthday, and 

are consequently at an age when royal gentle- 
men are supposed to get married. 

The greatest match of them ali is probably 
Prince Albert Victor Edward, eldest son of the 
Prince of Wales, who has passed, by some 
years, the usual limit of Royal celibacy, as he 
is just 25. The father, by the way, was mar- 
ried pefore completing his ad year. His early 
wedlock is said to bave been due to the 
influence of his sister, the Orown Princess of 
Prussia, who had been charmed bythe grace 
of the 

PRINCESS ALEXANDRA OF DENMARK, 
and desired to secure that most exquisite of 
Royal maidens for her brother before her 
beauty had won for her some other brilliant 
alliance. 

It is rather noticeable that none of the chil- 
dren of the Prince of Wales are married or 
even engaged, though they are al) arrived at 
marriageabie ages. Prince George is 23, Prin 
cess Louise is 22, her next sister Victorig is 
past 20, and the youngest of all, Princess 
Maud, is over 19. 

Prince Albert Victor, profanely named ‘‘Col- 
lars and Cuffs’’ by his irreverent future sub- 
jects, isnota very fascinating young man.

A Ship Canal Across Scotland. 


From the London Engineering. 

The agitation in favor of canals and water- 
ways, which has been waged in England for 
some time back, has at last extended to Scot- 
land, Such agitations are contagious, and it 
is not, therefore, surprising to hear the re- 
vival of an old suggestion from the North on 
the subject. The proposal is to improve the 
present existing canal between the Clyde and 
the Forth so that ships might be able 
to pass through. The canal was con- 

tructed a century ago, and is thirty-five miles

to Grangemouth on the Forth, the line 
being almost due east and west, and there is a 
branch of 2% niles to Port Dundas in the north 
of Glasgow. It rises 156 feet and has 39 locks. 
At the present time only very small craft can 
be passed through, not only because of the 
short locks, but also owing to the depth of 
water being but about 9 feet.

HERE is scarcely a 
place (bat affords such 
excellent opportuni” 
ties for discovering 
odd characters as 
within the dingy walls 
ot a court · room.

7 its range. The hurried 


business man will rob himself of a few min- 
utes to hearthe counsel argue legal proposi- 
tions that he does not understand. The doc- 
tor will steal a short time from the sick bed 
of his patients to observe the manner of exam- 
ination and eross-ezamination. Ministers 
will linger to draw religious conclu- 
sions from the interpretations of the 
law of man. There is no wonder 
that men who are capable of appreciating an 
intellectual combat, or of enjoying the fine, 
yet reasonable hair-splitting of strands 
plucked from the scalp of the law should ab- 
stract a certain enjoyment from a tilt between 
counsel or a desperate attempt on the part of 
one of them to influence the opinion of the 
court by sabtie argument, recondite learning 
or brilliant oratory; but what buds of pleas- 
ure may an ignoramus cull from this intel- 
lectual flower garden? Seemingly none, yet 
the court rooms are constantly filled by those 
who betray in their countenances no gleam of 
mental light. They probably feel only that 
interest which everyone must feelin chance. 
They have recognized that in every case there 
are two sides—the pans of the scale of justice 
—andone judge or jury—the nevcdle—thata 
feather’s weight one way or the other will 
tip the scale and turn the needle 
tothe right orto theleft, and chance may 
throw it either way. Is it that same possibil- 
ity, chance, which makes gambling—an ille- 
gal occupation—war, danger and the adminis- 
tration of justice, alike fascinating? It would 
seem strange to conclude that the same infiu- 
ence which made one attractive made the Tem- 
ple of Right a pleasant place, but there is 
scarcely a reason for believing itis anything 
else. Certainly the queer old characters who 
haunt the court-rooms are not so fond of see- 
ing honest men eet their dues that they spend 
days in witnessing the out of justice in 
causes great and 3 love of chance 
seems the only e of their presence, 
and their presence su ‘must bave some.

From an Exchange. 

It Lieut. Carl von Jurgensen, Eighth Regi- 
ment Body Dragoons of His Majesty, the Czar 
of Russia, had ever lived in Berlin he would 
never have sent his order fora rich American 


wife allthe way across the Atlantic to the 
New York atrimonial Bureau’’ some 
months ago. Lieut. von Jurgensen wishes, 
according to his letter, a pretty American girl, 
about 2% years old, with 150,000 rubles, spos 
cash, and refined manners.

My young man generally confesses that he 
does not, and parades various extenuations 
for a man’s irritability or violence, or, worst 
of all, moodiness of temper, and still insists 
that the wife, to be a model wife, should be 
provided with such supererogation of sweet 
temper that she can not only contribute her 
own but her husbaud's share of amiability to 
the family stock. 

Well, I don’t wonder that the young man 
feels this desire, and I quite agree with him 
that a truly sweet temper is one ot the choicest 
gifts the fairy godmother can bestow upon 
woman, and—I only hope he may find it! 

In going about the world receiving the con- 
fidences both menjand women so freely be- 
stow upon some of us, one cannot but see 
with mingled wonder and pity how many 
women spoil their lives and destroy with 
their own ruthless fingers the illusions cloth- 
ing every bride in her lover’s eyes, just by 
giving away to their little tempers.

She does not want the chiidren to fall be- 
hind their natural comrades in schooling or 
accomplishments or dress, and she has to 
supply with her own fingers and her own tired 
brain a great many littie devices of the toilet 
and of amusement that other mothers can 
buy. She grows alittle weary of the constant 
struggle, and her thoughts revert to a 
richer suitor, who could have spared 
her all this and set her on a pinnacle far 
above the woman whose children hers 
are emulating, and, afterall, perhaps it would 
have been better.

THE OLDEST WINES IN AMERICA. 


A Few Bottles of South Carélina Madeira of 
the Vintage of 1755. 


Specul Correspondence of SUNDAY Post-DitsPaTcn. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., February 14.—A para- 
graph which has been published bere and 
there recently to the effect that Savannah 
probably had the oldest wines in America has 
brought to light the fact that old residents of 
Charleston still have a few dusty botties in 
their wine cellars of the vintage of 1755. In 
fact, there is a considerable quantity of wine 
in this city over a century old. 

While there can be no question that in the 
city of Savannah there have been large quan- 
tities of old wine, especially Madeira, tn the 


hands of its merchants and other citizens, 
preserved for their own consumption, it is 
probable that the custom of having supplies 
much more than sufficient for immediate use 
among the well-to-do of the city of Charleston 
was even greater formerly than in Savannah 
Ti had been the case in colonial times and 


stocked. 

It was then thatthe Island of Madeira was 
8 those valuable vintages which in 
the middie of the present century an to 
diminish in quantity on account of a d 
of the vine. This eventually caused a total 
cessation of ite cultivation, and very soon 
after prosperity began to dawn upon the in- 
fant colonies of South Carolina and Georgia 
and a trade with Madeira began which lasted, 
without interruption, until the island ceased 
to produce any more wine. Madeira wine, 
when new, is a strong and fiery liquid, and in 
England the manner of ripening it was to 
send it on a voyage to India and 
return by the Cape of Good Hope, 
which frequently occupied an entire 
year. Even several such voyages were in- 
sufficient to its thorough meillowing. Carolina 
or Georgia Madeira were two names by which 
a properly ripened wine was known to con- 
noisseurs beyond the limits of those two 
States. Of the two terms, Carolina Madeira 
was the one best known to strangers. 

Madeira wine in cask, when purchased a 
century or more ago by the consumer on its 
arrival and bottled by his servants, was not 
expensive. An extreme figure was 60 cents 
per bottle, including botties and corks, and 
certain persons could justiy boast that the 
cost to them was as low as 4 cents. These 
moderate prices are one of the explanations 
of the large stocks that were laid by, and 
after the certain improvement by keeping be- 
came known the purchase of the wine was 
considered a good investment. The owners 
of large quantities throughout the iow 
country of South Carolina, and to some ez 
tent in and near Columbia, the center and 
capital of the State, up to the close of the late 
war, are too numerous to mention. The two 
Messrs. Gourdin, Nathaniel Heyward, James 
Rose, John Ravenel and Charies Manigauit

A Historical Sketch the Attractive Spot— 
Its Natural 
tional Picturesqueness Given to It by 
Architectural Art—Some of Its Homes— 
Two Prominent Citizens.

HEN along in the 708 
St. Louis City and 8t. 
Louis County were 
separated, a broad 
belt of country with 
fields and forests and 
only here and there a 
farmhouse, was in- 
eluded in the city lim- 
its. But the separa- 
tion once made, the 
~ city seemed to take 
pride in filling all this 
uuns ttled territory. 
ee Picturesque suburban 
residences, single and in groups, were built 
along all the railroads and highways and 
pieturesque names were given them, Oak Hill, 
Cabanne, Tower Grove, Clifton Heights, Ben- 
ton. 

Benton is the last station on the Missouri 

Pacific Railroad within the corporate Hmits. 
Many years ago, when St. Louis was stil! 
called 88. Louis des Illinois’’ and belonged 
to the Spanish crown, a square league of land 
was granted to Charles Gratiot of Ka 
hokia, who located it on the banks of 
the River des Peres. The land was wildly 
beautiful that caught the eye of Oratioct, the 


hunter, though at the time of little value, be- 
ing unfit for agriculture. The claim was con 

firmed to the Gratiot family, then gradually 
divided and sold, forming the ‘‘Sutton farm 
and the Glattes and Prather estate,’’ including 
Biackberry Ridge, the present site of Benton. 

Early in the century Suiphur Springs bad 
brought crowds to the Mill Creek Valley. But 
while land still remained unoccupied in the 
valleys few, except hunters, ever visited the 
Dry Hill or its continuation, the wild tangle of 
Blackberry Ridge. 

At the footofthe Hill ran the Manchester 
road and at some very early date a little square 
stone moet ing house, with clapboard roof and 
hewn rafters was dullt, the first house near 
the site of Benton.

THE TRADE IN INCIPIENCY. 

No dealer knows exactly when the mule 
trade took hold in Missouri or when the first 
„„Jack crossed the Mississippi. According 
to Mr. W. P. Croswhite, the senlor member of 


the firm of Croswhite, Patton & Rubey, it was 


before his time. He remembers, however, 
that forty-five years ago Old Jobn Gashweller, 
a Baptist preacher of Randolph County, 
annually took 100 mules to Louisiana, the 
trip occupying him about a month. In the 


summer Mr. Gashweller would preach and at- 


tend to the spiritual wants of bis parish 
in his county, and if he was as 
successful in leading his flock as 


he was in manipulating his mules his career 
in the ministry was a pronounced success. 
At any rate the mule-breeding parson was ore 
of the pioneers in the State. 


It remained for the outbreaking of the civil 
war to plant the trade firmly in St. Louis. 
The large demands for mules for the com- 


missary departments and government bag- 


gage trains boomed immensely the business 
hereabouts. Large droves of mules were sent 
from here to the conflict, and many a mga is 
drawing a pension to-day who received his 
injuries at the unstable hoofs of an army 
mule, who first saw daylight in old 
Missouri.

statement that a clean shorn tall makes the 
mule look broader at the hips and consequent- 
ly more salable. 

Of all the braying stock the white mule is 
most tabooed.He is not considered as reliabie, 
as strong, or in fact as good a muie generally, 
as his brethern, despite his docile know- 
ing look. A mule dealer well knows, 
and traffics upon his knowledge, that 
color has a great deal to do with the sale of an 
animal. The best marketable colors are bay, 
brown and black, which hues are supposed to 
cover extra qualities. 

In the rearing of males a gook ‘‘Jack’’ takes 
a prominent position, consequently the long - 
eared nimble heeled asinine beast is rather 
valuable, being worth $1,000 to $2,500, and 
more in special cases, : 

Asis well known, the mule is a hybrid 
species, the result of crossing a jackass with 
an ordinary mare.
